SCARLET  FEVoR 


Of  the  12  cases  notified,  4 cases  (females  between  the  ages  of 
17  and  20  years)  occurred  amongst  the  employees  of  a local 
clothing  factory,  and  three  other  cases  wore  secondary  to  these. 
The  remaining  five  were  sporadic  in  character. 

Although  the  general  systematic  disturbance  was  mild,  the 
clinical  signs  were  typical  of  scarlet  fever. 


The  average  age  of  the  patients  was  11,75  years,  and  six  of 
the  twelve  wore  females. 


DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS 

During  1941,  diphtheria  prophylaxis  was  commenced.  The  County 
Council  and  Urban  District  Council  co-operated.  The  former  loaned 
the  services  of  their  local  Health  Visitor  who  acts  as  school, 
and  also  Infant  welfare  Nurse.  She,  assisted  by  the  local 
members  of  the  Y/.V.S.  provided  the  necessary  nursing  and  clerical 
staff  employed  as  the  various  clinics.  The  full  co-operation  of 
the  head  teacher  of  the  National  School  greatly  facilitated  the 
work. 


It  was  decided  to  treat  children  between  one  and  eleven  years 
of  age  during  1941.  That  is,  infants  and  the  children  attending 
the  Junior  National  School. 

In  1942,  the  children  of  the  Senior  County  School,  that  is, 
those  between  eleven  and  fifteen  years  of  ago  will  be  specially 
catered  for,  whilst  at  the  same  time  arrangements  will  be  made  to 
treat  infants  who  have  reached  their  first  yea  r,  and  also  those 
junior  children  whose  parents  failed  to  take  advantage  of  this 
year’s  clinics.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1941,  there  were  2 cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and 
2 transferred  from  other  areas,  making  4 altogether.  This  compared 
with  nil  during  1940. 

Five  deaths  were  registered,  4 being  pulmonary,  and  1 non- 
pulmonary,  against  2 the  previous  year.
